Trick 



In 1962, Robert Patch became the youngest 
known inventor. He was only five when he 
designed a transformable toy truck that could be 
taken apart and made into other kinds of trucks. 



► Blow by Blow 

In 1982, Eric Van Paris was 
tired burning his tongue on food 
that was too hot. The 14-year-old 
invented the Cooling Fork. He 
connected a rubber bulb to the 
end of a tube and stuck it on a 
fork. Squeezing the rubber bulb 
blew cool air onto the food. 
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► All Ears 



Back in the winter of 1873, young Chester 
Greenwood's ears got so cold, he had to stop ice 
skating. Chester quickly solved the problem. He 
twisted wire into two loops and asked his grand- 
mother to sew cloth over the loops. When he 
wore his creation, Chester ears stayed warm. 
Chester called his invention "Chester's Champion 
Ear Protectors." Today we call them earmuffs! 




And kids are still inventing things today. Last 
year, Sara Soady won Third Place in the 
young Eco-lnventors Contest. Her environmen- 
tally-sound invention was a wig made entirely 
out of pencil shavings. 

Zach Darwin is another environmental inven- 
tor. He won Sl.OOO for his invention: a train 
that runs on geothermal energy — that's heat 
from the center of the earth. He called 
his invention Sprint. 

Thirteen year-old Aaron 
Littleton and 12-year-old 
Matt Ambros also invented 
something in 1994. They 
play lacrosse, a sport 
where the players use 
sticks with string baskets 
on one end. Lacrosse play- 
ers catch and carry the ball in 
this basket. Aaron and Matt 
invented a device that straps the 
ball into the basket, so it won't 
fall out while the players are run 
ning across the field. 

The two boys have already 
talked to sports equipment 
manufacturers about their 
invention. 



Connecting the Dots 



In 1824, 15-year-old Louis Braille invented a way 
for blind people to read. Blind himself, Louis 
thought up an alphabet of raised dots that people 
could "read" with their fingers. Now, there are 
Braille books all over the world!
